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University budgets approved 


Operating and capital budgets of more than 
$100,000,000 for The University of Alberta 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1971, were 
approved last Friday by the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Governors. 


The operating budget of $78,638,750 
represents an increase of more than 
$11,000,000, some 16 per cent above last 
year’s budget. The capital budget of 
$24,235,800 is lower than last year by 
$6,895,000. 


The operating budget has been based on 
an anticipated enrolment of 19,500 full-time 
day-time students in the coming academic 
year. Revenues in this fiscal year are 
expected to be $76,396,825, resulting in a 
deficit of $2,241,925. 

As universities by legislation are not allowed 
to operate at deficit, this amount will be 
made up from surpluses carried forward from 
recent years. These surpluses resulted from 
savings in last year’s budget, transitional 
grants to Alberta universities by the provincial 
government, and monies carried forward as 
a result of unexpectedly high enrolment 
in 1968-69. 


Accurate university budgeting is difficult 
as operating grants are allocated by the 
Universities Commission on the basis of 
enrolment figures of the academic year. More 
than half the fiscal year has passed by the 
time these figures are available. 


Should the enrolment for the academic 
year beginning in September be considerably 
lower than the expected 19,500 the University’s 
operating deficit would be even greater. 


The capital construction and furnishings 
budget of $24,235,800 is balanced. Universities 
Commission capital grants are based on a 
five-year allocation for 1967-72, providing 
a firm basis for University planning. 

The largest portion of operating expenditures 
is for direct teaching costs in the twelve 
faculties and five schools, plus the Evening 
Credit and Summer Session programs. 
Expenditures are expected to total $44,575,305, 
revenues in this area will be some $949,200, 
leaving a net budget of $43,626,105. 

Other major operating expenses include 
indirect instructional expense (specialized 
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research centres and institutes, research fund, 
post-doctoral program, and so forth); libraries; 
plant maintenance; student services; public 
service departments; administration; 
miscellaneous expense and operating 
departments. 


Operating revenues are expected to amount 
to $14,148,825, resulting in a net budget 
of $64,489,925. Revenues are produced by 
such things as student housing rentals, food 
services charges, printing and duplicating 
charges, and departmental services charges. 


Other revenues are fees, $9,475,000; 
grants-in-aid and interest, $1,410,000; and 
Universities Commission Grant, $51,363,000, 
for a total revenue of $76,396,825. 


The capital budget allocated $20,735,800 
for buildings and sundries and $3,500,000 
for furnishings and equipment. Revenue will 
consist of the Universities Commission 
advance of $22,985,800 and funds from other 
sources for parking structures of $1,250,000. 
Both expenditures and revenues in the capital 
budget total $24,235,800. 


Summaries of the budget will be distributed 
to all members of faculty councils.

Biocommunications ’70, held from August 9 
to 13, combines the Twenty-fifth Annual 
Meeting of the Association of Medical 
Illustrators and the Fortieth Annual Meeting 
of the Biological Photographic Association 
Inc., with the participation of the Council 
on Medical Television. 

One of the exhibits from here is a surgical 
anatomy illustration by RALPH MC NABB, 
Medical Illustrator at the University Hospital. 
The second, a part of the television exhibition, 
is a videotape entitled “M.D.” Originally 
prepared for the Faculty of Medicine 
Admissions Committee, the tape portrays the 
various parts of a medical doctor’s training and 
emphasizes student involvement with people 
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and research. It was produced by 

R. D. LAURENSON, Director of the Division of 
Audiovisual Education, and HARVEY ORTON, 
head of the Division’s Audiovisual Preparation 
Unit, and uses several photographs taken by 
JOE TWYMAN, Chief Photographer at the 
University Hospital. 

Earlier this year the Division produced a 
videotape which won the top award of the 
Canadian Medical Association in the 
category of videotapes suitable for 
undergraduate students. The tape was 
entitled “Venous Drainage of the Lower Limb” 
and was produced by IAN HOLMES, Assistant 
Professor of Anatomy. 

During the previous two years the prize 
in this category was won by Dr. Laurenson.
